my way through snow and slush and blackness 

to the airport. The night was so utterly bad 
that I feared the flight might be grounded. It was 
not, however, and in due time the huge plane lum- 
bered down the runway through the blinding snow, 
its speeding wheels spraying grimy slush and ice to 
every side. 

We climbed laboriously. Outside it was black and 
gloomy as well as treacherous. Just as the warmth of 
the plane was driving the chill from my bones, we 
broke through the heavy clouds that held the earth 
like a girdle of sackcloth. Above the clouds the air 
was pure and clean and the sky was fairly bursting 
with bubbling stars and warm moonlight. Under the 
magic touch of the moon and stars even the clouds 
below became a dazzling floor of silver. The beauty of 
the night above the clouds equalled the icy misery 
beneath them. 

Having flown so frequently in similar situations, I 
knew what to expect and eagerly looked forward to 
the moment we would break through the clouds. In 
like manner, the Scriptures tell me that the children 
of God shall be lifted from under the pall of sin 
and trouble that covers the earth like a girdle of 
sackcloth. We shall be lifted into the radiance of 
Christ’s love and presence. This is my hope. This is my 
faith. 

For this faith I am called a pessimist, one who 
can see only gloom. Many learned writers call it 
pessimistic to believe in and look for the return of 
the Lord to catch us away unto Himself. The Church 
of God ardently believes in His second advent. If this 
be pessimism, then let us be so. 

One of these writers has said that those of us who 
believe in the second coming of Christ are a

cess. They are profoundly pessimistic. ... Hence 
moral badness and social evils like wars, fa- 
mines, plagues and similar phenomena have 
always been regarded as tokens of the ap- 
proaching end of time... .! 


THE FUTURE 


If this hope is pessimism, then Paul was mistaken, 
the Word of God is impossible, truth is a lie and the 
foundations are removed. After detailing the fact of 
the rapture in 1 Thessalonians 4:13-17, Paul exhorted 
the Christians to “comfort one another with these 
words.” In 2 Timothy 4:8, he said that we are to 
love the Lord’s appearing. Can we comfort one another 
with pessimism? Are we to love a pessimistic but 
vain hope? The answers are as clear as the premise 
is ridiculous. 

Now who is pessimistic? Certainly not us, for we 
know what we believe, whom we believe, what we ex- 
pect and the surety of that expectation. Suppose some- 
one of character and refinement should live by neces- 
sity and poverty in some hideous slum section. It 
would be grievous and burdensome to him. If then 
he should receive word that he had inherited a man- 
sion which would soon be ready for his occupancy, 
would he be pessimistic because he believed the word, 
rejoiced in it, and anticipated the day when he would 
make his move? Even the question sounds prepos- 
terous. And our position is infinitely more joyous than 
this. 


It is as Thomas Rawson Birks said in 1880: 


The word of prophecy is a bright and 
cheering lamp amid the world’s darkness. 
There, in those sacred pages, we behold a 
scheme of redemption which is from everlast- 
ing to everlasting, but which is daily unfold- 
ing itself in the history of our fallen world. 
The mist and darkness are rolled away from 
the landscape of Divine Providence, and we 
can trace from age to age the unveiling of 
God’s infinite goodness, in the recovery of our 
guilty race to the presence of His holiness, 
and the enjoyment of His love. ... Thus the 
word of prophecy, when received in simple 
faith, fulfills its appointed office as a beacon 
light, and leads our thoughts onward through 
all the changes of time, to that rest which 
remaineth for the people of God! Light then, 
and not darkness, is the true character of all 
the inspired prophecies. 

Examination will disclose that we are the true

optimists of our day; we see the way out, we see the 
light in darkness, we have peace in chaos, we see 
reality beyond ruin. But what do others see? The 
renowned skeptic and cynic Henry L. Mencken wrote 
in his American Mercury before his recent death: 


All I desire to point out here is that the 
New Testament offers precise and elaborate 
specifications of the events preceding the in- 
evitable end of the world, and that a fair read- 
ing of them must lead any rational man to 
concede that these events are now upon us. If 
the Bible is really the Word of God, as we are 
assured not only by the Council of Trent, but 
also by all the principal Protestant authorities 
and even by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, then it is as plain as day that the 
human race is on its last legs. 


The Wartime Deputy Chief of Naval Intelligence, 
Rear Admiral Ellis M. Zacharias, U.S. Navy, in 1947 
spoke of existing weapons that are more deadly than 
the atom: 


There are today in the arsenals of several 
of the great powers other absolute weapons, 
chemical, biological, and climatological, more 
devastating than the atom. They are capable 
of exterminating the last vestige of human, 
animal and even vegetable life from the face 
of the earth. This is not a prediction of hor- 
rors to come. These weapons exist. They are 
being manufactured right now, while you are 
reading these words. They are not an Ameri- 
can monopoly. Several nations are known to 
have them, to be making them and to be 
improving them. Furthermore, unlike the 
atom bomb, they are of such a nature that 
smaller nations with limited industrial facili- 
ties are in a position to develop them. 


A decade ago the greatest historian of our day, 
Arnold J. Toynbee, wrote in Civilization on Trial: 


Why cannot civilization go on shambling 
along, from failure to failure, in the painful, 








degrading, but not utterly suicidal way in 
which it has kept going for the first few 
thousand years of its existence? The answer 
lies in the recent technological inventions of 
the modern Western middle class. These gad- 
gets for harnessing the physical forces of non- 
human nature have left human nature un- 
changed. .. . The new aspect of war is al- 
ready familiar to Western minds. We are 
aware that the atom bomb and our many 
other new lethal weapons are capable, in 
another way, of wiping out not merely the 
belligerents but the whole of the human race.’ 


Are we pessimists because we also see these things, 
plus the fact that the Lord has promised to keep us 
from “the hour of temptation, which shall come upon 
all the world, to try them that dwell upon the earth” 
(Revelation 3:10)? No, by no means. It is faith and 
hope and confidence and cheer. 

We are realistic and believing enough to see that 
very soon now “the heavens shall pass away with a 
great noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent 
heat, the earth also and the works that are therein 
shall be burned up.” But we are also optimistic enough 
to look, according to His promise, “for new heavens 
and a new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness” 
(2 Peter 3:10, 13). 

We are in the cold and mire of a sinful race, but 
will soon break through the darkening shroud into 
the radiant light and warmth of His holy presence. 
We are in the slums of an iniquitous age, but we have 
the sure word that a mansion is prepared for us 
and we soon shall claim it (John 14:1-3). With these 
words we comfort one another as wé await a crown 
that is laid up for those of us who love His appearing.

UST GO AWAY and let me 

die—I need nothing—just go 

away!” These words feebly 
fell from the parched lips of a 
peasant who was awaiting death.

HERE WE GROW AGAIN 


September 1, 1958, the Reverend 
H. C. Jenkins came as pastor from 
the East Fourth Street Church in 
Dayton. Brother Jenkins has been 
here three years now, and the 
church is running at an all-time 
high in every department. We 
have great respect for our pastor, 
and feel that he is “God sent” for 
this time. The year prior to Broth- 
er Jenkins’ coming here, the Sun- 
day School averaged 464. For the 
first two years after he came the 
average was 518. This year our 
average has been 686, compared 
with 547 for the same period last 
year. The Y.P.E. is averaging 301 
this year, and for the same period 
last year it was 255. We have had 
a very honored position in Y.P.E.; 
that is, we have held the first 
place in the nation for some time. 
We are presently second in Sunday 
School. However, it is the ambi- 
tion of the entire church and its 





staff to keep pushing forward in 
faith with every department and 
put Middletown in the top spot in 
the nation. 

On November 1, 1960, the church 
took another step forward and 
hired an associate pastor in the 
person of the Reverend John E. 
Black, who came to us from Illi- 
nois. He served as State Sunday 
School and Youth Director in that 
state for about two years under 
the overseership of the Reverend 
Floyd Timmerman. He also pas- 
tored in that state for over seven 
years. Brother Black’s main duties 
and responsibilities are Christian 
Education and that of being Mu- 
sic Director. 

The last annual report revealed 
the following receipts: $43,303.52 
paid in tithes and over $20,000.00 
received through the other depart- 
ments of the church. Our church 
building is valued at $275,000.00 
and the parsonage is valued at 
$50,000.00. The parsonage is a tri- 
level, ultra-modern home located 
in one of the nicest residential 
areas of the city. The over-all 
property improvements for the last 
three years figures at $87,000.00. 
This also includes a building we 
purchased next door to the church, 
and we have now connected it to 
the church using it as our church 
annex. It houses our junior de- 
partment of our Sunday School. 
There are eight big, nice, Sunday 
School rooms upstairs, a lovely au- 
ditorium plus kitchen downstairs, 
and it houses our junior boys in 
Sunday School. The downstairs also 
serves as our Youth Center. It is 
so constructed that it will accom- 
modate any social gathering, con- 
ference, or other needs. 

During the last three years, the 
church has had a net increase in 
membership of over 150, making 
the total membership 454. 

In the music department we 
have a six-member music commit- 
tee working under the direction of 
our music director. There are four 
choirs besides our regular church 
choir and a special robed choir, 
which sings in our Sunday morning 
worship service. The church re- 
cently had a great music school 
with Roosevelt Miller serving as the 
teacher. We appreciated his minis- 
try very much. 

Our church provides for its 
youth! For example, each year we 
ive our juniors and seniors in 

igh school a nice banquet. At this 
banquet some boy is crowned as 
king, and a girl is crowned as 
queen. We spend the entire night 
with the group in wholesome rec- 
recreation and activity. Another 
amazing thing about our teen- 
agers is that each Friday night 
they have their own Y.P.E. service 
in the Youth Center. Bruce Powell 
is our superintendent of this de- 

artment, and he directs the serv- 
ce. However, the teen-agers carry 


























the various responsibilities of the 
service. It’s simply wonderful to be 
in one of their services. 

There are many things we have 
purposed to do. First on our list is 
to keep the spiritual tide of our 
church at the highest point pos- 
sible. We intend to “win the lost 
at any cost.” We believe in the 
full-gospel message; we preach 
it, teach it, and live it in our 
church. Evangelists, who have been 
in the other leading churches of 
our land, tell us that we have one 
of the most spiritual churches they 
have seen. We’re proud of this 
and we intend to keep that name. 
We further proposed to keep work- 
ing until Jesus comes. By the next 
General Assembly, we intend to 
have the title of having the largest 
church in the nation in the Church 
of God.
